this subject is already being conducted by a repre- 
sentative of the Comptroller* s Office as part of 
the Administrative Course which is given under the 
auspices of the Office of Training.) 

The attached outlines are in draft fora, but we would 
be pleased to work with your office and/or the Office of Training 
in the further development of this mats rial and its integration 
into the over-all outline decided upon for the Basic Intelligence 
Course.
